No. 12047/ Dev/ Mi 66 — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Notification No, F. 25/4-65-GP dated 11th 
January, 1965 of the Ministry of Home Affairs.. Govern- 
ment of India, the Lieut. Governor, Pondicherry hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitment to Class II/Tcchnical posts in the Medical and 
Public Health Department, Government of Pondicherry. 
Pondicherry. 

1. Short title , These rules may be called the Govern- 
ment of Pondicherry Medical and Public Health Depart- 
ment, Class II (Technical) Recruitment Rules, 1966. 

2. Applications' : These rules shall apply for recruitment 
to the post of State Family Planning Officer, Pondicherry 
specified in Column (1) of the Schedule hereto annexed. 
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3. Number of posts, their classification and scales of 
Pay : The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
Columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule. 

4. Methods of recruitment, age limit and other qualifi- 
cations : The methods of recruitment to the said post, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto 
shall be as specified in Columns (5) to (13) of the said 
Schedule. 

Provided that the upper ^e limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the general Orders of the Lieut. Governor Issued from 
time to time. 

5. Disqualifications : 

1. No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such 
marriage is void by reason of its taking place during 
the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the said posts, 

2. No woman whose marriage is void by reasons of 
the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who, has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall bo eligible for 
appointment. 

Provided that the Lt. Governor may. if satisfied that 
there arc special grounds for so ordering, exempt, any 
person from the operation of this rule.
